Is Shortage Real 
Or Manipulated?

Concerning the fuel crisis, I suppose the A m erican 
people do have a choice: w hether to believe the Shah of 
Iran, who says there is plenty of fuel and that 
A m erican com panies a re getting it, and Ralph Nader, 
consum er advocate, who insists the crisis is being 
m anipulated by oil com panies and m an-m ade short 
supplies; or William E. Simon, energy advisor, who 
tells us that both N ader and the Shah are off base and 
that this country can and does monitor im ports; or 
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Monday even ing -sta ted that the hom e heating fuel 
crisis is over, but the gas pum ps a re still em pty. 
Some have suggested that panic buying at the gas 
station and our efforts to keep our tanks full has e m ­ 
phasized the shortages. 
Why w ouldn’t we want to keep our tanks full? 
E ach Monday m orning we know we have to reach our 
place of work for at least five days of that week, and for 
som e it is six days. In the case of others, such as 
salesm en, the c a r is an essential p a rt of his w o rk -a 
necessity. 
When the w eekend rolls around, even though we 
don’t plan longer trips than to church and back, there is 
alw ays the possibility of an em ergency, and in that 
case, we definitely w ant gas in the old buggy. 
I am tired of playing the gam e, “ Simon S ays.’’ I wish 
someone would tell the A m erican people once and for 
all, “ yes we do have a fuel sho rtage,’’ AND PR O V E 
IT!, or let’s get back to some n orm alacy on the fuel 
m arket. 
The Arab em bargo has not yet been lifted; but 
suddenly after a winter of 68-degree controlling of 
therm ostats, we a re told that particular portion of the 
crisis is over and we a re led to hope that m ore 
gasoline will be available this sum m er. 
It has been suggested that A m erican oil com panies 
a re selling their supplies to Ja p a n and other countries 
who are willing to pay higher prices than they can 
expect for the sam e comm odity in the U. S. 
Soon, the price controls will be lifted from gasoline 
and oil sales, to place the business back on a “ com 
petitive’’ basis, which m eans a further increase in oil 
and gas prices. 
I expect the m ajority of A m ericans would at this 
point be willing to pay a reasonable cost for gasoline if 
they knew it was an equitable incom e for service 
station operators, but no further profit for the oil 
com panies, who alread y have had m ore than their 
share. I also think they would pay if they knew that the 
higher cost w as indeed a real necessity, and it they 
knew' when they pulled into a station they wouldn’t be 
: faced with either “ no gas today” signs, or fluctuating 
prices from day to day. 
The A m erican public rem ains in a perpetual state of 
dilemna. One person gives us their view's, and another 
expounds a completely different version on a given 
situation. We are pulled back and forth between loyalty 
and m istrust, and each day gives us a new problem to 
ponder. 
What we desperately need in this country is a policy 
of h o n e sty -a reason to believe and a reason to care. 
We need real purpose and aim s, an d a renew ed 
feeling of that old tim e patriotism that has kept this 
country going for 200 years. 
And we need stable leadership that will help us to 
believe. 
The fuel crisis has hit service station owners hard 
and they a re fighting back. The truckers w'ent through 
a difficult time, and the consum er faced the sa m e old 
problem of being caught in the middle.

The only good thing that has com e out of the fuel 
crisis, although som e would disagree with it, is the 
lowering of speed limits which has cut highway a c ­ 
cidents by 23 percent. 
But in the w ords of that popular song, 
is I fiat All 
There Is?

WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Sen. B arry Coldw ater today

Coldw ater said the $304 
billion Nixon budget was “ a 
political m istake with the 
g ravest kind of overtones” 
for both the country and the 
GGP. 
In a speech prepared for 
delivery before the Young 
Republican Leadership Con­ 
ference, Coldw ater said the 
budget could m ake “ a bad 
political outlook for the GOP 
m uch worse. 
“ If you think our party is 
in trouble at this point, I 
suggest that you take a shot 
at predicting what kind of 
shape it will be in if the in­ 
flationary dynam ite of a $304 
billion budget is laid at our 
doorstep,” he said.

Postage Rates 
Increase Again 


Like the nickle package of gum and the five-cent 
phone call, the eight-cent stam p will be a thing of the 
past at m idnight Friday. 
Beginning a t 12:01 a.m . S aturday, first class letters 
will cost the sender IO cents, while airm ail postage will 
go from the cu rren t l l cents to 13 cents. 
In addition, six-cent postcards will sell for eight 
cents, while stam p ed first-class envelopes will in­ 
crease in price from IO cents to 12 cents, while airm ail 
stam ped envelopes will go from 13 to 15 cents. Third 
class mail rates will be hiked from eight to IO cents. 
F or those who like to do things ah ead of time, 10-cent 
stam ps already a re available at the Post Office in 
books of 40 (for $4 each), as well as rolls of IOO for $10 
and 500 for $50.

On March I, the Sanitation 
Department of Plano will 
begin enforcing a new- city 
ordinance requiring garbage 
to be placed in plastic bags 
for pickup. While ordinarily 
a law-abiding citizen, I am 
very 
concerned 
and 
resentful 
over 
several 
aspects of this new procdure. 
According to a recent brief 
study involving a relatively 
small 
number 
of 
local 
residents, “ most’’ like the 
plastic bags-but one-third 
did not! Some ninety percent 
said they did not like plastic 
bags well enough to pay 
extra for them! 
On this 
basis, 
the city 
will 
now 
require ALL RESIDENTS to 
use the plastic bags, which 
will be provided FREE (two 
per family per pickup)! I 
think plastic bags are great 
for those who prefer them, 
but what about those who 
don’t? How many people are 
aware that it will now be 
unlawful even to use gar­ 
bage cans? 
(Our 
three 
waterproof, 
animalproof 
recessed metal cylinders 
cost close to a 
hundred 
dollars), 
a s 
lo providing 
“ free” plastic bags, who is 
naive enough not be realize 
that we the people, through 
our taxes, pay in the long 
run-and that the price has 
recently greatly increased 
and will no doubt go higher? 
When I asked about this, I 
was told that the city had 


gotten a “ good price” on a 
year’s supply of bags, but 
what about the future? Also, 
how 
many 
“ average” 
families use only two sacks 
per pickup? (Unlike most 
others, our family does, but 
only 
because 
our 
newspapers, bottles, and 
cans are recycled, organic 
refuse composted, and most 
everything else reused in 
some way). 


While 
working 
as 
a 
volunteer at the Richardson 
recycling center, located at 
the 
Richardson 
landfill 
(which we currently share), 
I discussed this with their 
Sanitation 
Director. 
He 
strongly people had so few 
“ freedoms” left that they 
should certainly be per­ 
mitted to package their 
garbage as they chose-that 
garbage pickup is, after all, 
a service for which citizens 
are paying. 


With all due respect to the 
efforts and problems of the 
men who pick up the gar­ 
bage (they work ten-hour 
days at nominal pay for hard 
physical 
labor 
in 
all 
vtiuunir) I feel the! people 
should be permitted to use 
garbage containers of their 
choice-so long as the con­

are

A right to work law should 
not be built into the revised 
Texas constitution. 
Panelists agreed on that in 
the forum series on revision 
of the constitution held at 
The University of Texas at 
Dallas Tuesday night. The 
public 
discussions 
will 
continue through March. 
“ We held public hearings 
all over the state. Now, when 
politicians -- who should not 
be - are writing the con­ 
stitution, there is suddenly a 
great public outcry for the 
right to work law; but this 
comes after only 25 out of 
3,000 spoke for it in the public 
hearings,” said L. G. Moore, 
International representative 
of the Operating Engineers 
Union. 
Moore, who served on the 
T e x a s 
C o n s titu tio n a l 
Revision Commission that 
prepared 
the 
new 
con­ 
stitutional draft, said the 
ones pushing the right to 
work law now are the same 
people who have historically 
curbed 
workers. 
He 
specifically 
named 
the 
Texas 
Association 
of 
Manufacturers. 
“ There’s no such law as 
‘right to w ork,’ or 
the 
guarantee of a job,” Moore 
said. “ ‘Right to work’ is a 
name tacked on by a Dallas 
paper.

law should be statutory, not 
constitutional. 
The law is actually part of 
an anti-labor pattern. Green 
said. “ The main purpose of 
the right to work law of the 
past was to attract business, 
and it has not done so.’ he 
said. 
Green opposed a con­ 
stitutional establishment of 
a Texas Department of 
Labor, 
which had 
been 
suggested by Dr. James B. 
Reese 
of 
Texas 
Tech 
University, a panel member. 
“ Right to work (in some 
17b states) seems to go with 
the lowest minimum wages, 
the poorest child labor laws, 
the poorest laws for working 
women...” said Green. 
Reese, who is also a labor 
historian, said the new 
constitution might spell out 
that collective bargaining is 
a fundamental right, among 
philosophies; this would be 
without a detailed right to 
work statement. 
Texas’ 
labor 
com­ 
missioner is a minor ap­ 
pointee among state of­ 
ficials, with perhaps 25 staff 
members. Reese said. The 
Agriculture commissioner is 
elected by the people, and 
has 4,000 employees; yet, 
Texas has become largely 
dependent on industry in its 
economy. 
“ This may be a symbol of 
w hat’s

with 
the 


present constitution. 
Reese 
said. He recommended for a 
state Department of Labor 
and 
stronger 
industrial 
safety laws at state level. 
Putting a right to work law 
in the constitutional draft 
that will go before the people 
in an election would give 
everyone the right to vote on 
Texas being a right to work 
state, said Dick Way, head of 
labor relations at Collins 
Radio Company. 
The action would place 
responsibility 
with

people of Texas, to form a 
mandate, he said. 
Recent statistics show 
225,000 new jobs in Texas 
versus a loss of 185,000 in 
New' York, which is not a 
right to work state, Way 
said.

Larger fruits and better 
fruit colors result from 
b etter 
light 
distribution 
throughout 
the tree after 
p r u n i n g . 
C u l t i v a t i o n , 
spraying and harvesting are 
also made easier by pruning. 
With annual pruning, the 
growth of a tree can be 
guided to establish secure 
branches correctly on the 
main trunk. By selecting and 
e s t a b l i s h i n g 
s c a f f o l d 
branches 
early, you 
can 
avoid many large cuts later, 
Risinger pointed out. 
First prune dead or dying 
wood and suckers growing 
from the trunk and large 
lim bs. Next rem ove in­ 


terfering branches. 
Prune limbs that 
grow 
inward, criss-cross through 
the tree or lie directly on or 
over another, l^eave only 
those 
limbs 
that 
radiate 
outward.

removing 
the end of a branch, make 
the cut just beyond a side 
branch since close cuts heal 
faster. 


Although late winter is the 
best pruning time, do not 
prune trees in extremely 
cold weather as trees may be 
injured.

Getting Frantic 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Nowhere in the world are so 
many people dependent on 
the 
autom obile 
as 
in 
Southern California which 
may also be the last area to 
feel 
the 
effects 
of 
the 
gasoline shortage. 
Two m onths ago high 
octane gasoline sold for 39 
cents a gallon or less. Today 
it sells for 55 cents a gallon 
or more—and the price is 
climbing. 
The once familiar doling 
out of handsful of stamps 
with gasoline purchases that 
later could be redeemed for 
merchandise has completely 
disappeared. And the once 
cheery greetings, checking 
of oil and water levels or 
window cleaning is nearly a 
thing of the past. 
With 250 miles of freeway 
within the city limits alone, 
Los Angeles has become a 
com m unity 
of 
gasoline 
prospectors. Citizens cruise 
the streets in search of open 
service stations, lining up in 
queues two and three blocks 
long and parking beside gas 
pumps at 3 o’clock in the 
m orning aw aiting a tte n ­ 
dants’ arrival at 8 a.m. 
Asks For Rationing 
Panic buying has seized 
Southern 
Californians 
ac­ 
cording to Mayor Thomas 
Bradley who has called on 
Gov. 
Ronald R eagan to 
impose a rationing system. 
The Los Angeles County 
Board of Supervisors has 
voted for an odd-and-even 
license 
plate 
custom er 
altern atin g buying ration 
s y s t e m —e x c lu d in g 
Los 
Angeles. Bradley is against 
piecemeal rationing in the 
state. 
i t ’s 
the 
dam ned 
housewives that are killing 
us." said one service station 
attendant in the San F er­ 
nando Valley. 
“They wait in line for an 
hour to buy two or three 
gallons to top off their tanks 
while some poor slob who 
uses his car for work is 
running dry someplace.” 
Customers Gouged 
Only I per cent of all 
service stations 
in 
Los 
Angeles are open on Sun­ 
days. At any given time in 
the city less than half the 
stations 
are 
open 
during 
working hours. 


Many stations open in the 
morning, fill tanks until their 
allotment is used up, then 
close for the balance of the 
day or for several days until 
their supply is replenished. 
Others ration customers to 
five or IO gallons and remain 
open fewer hours during the 
week. 
Stations with wash racks 
openly refuse to sell gasoline 
to customers unless they 
have their cars laundered— 
cost: $1.50-$2.50 per wash. 
And there is some gouging, 
either with inflated prices 
including selling by the half­ 
gallon or by wash 
rack 
o p e r a t o r s 
l i m i t i n g 
customers to five gallons 
and a purchased wash job. If 
you need IO gallons you must 
have your car washed twice 
or take a claim check to be 
used later. 


Sunday Fares Cut 
“ We only make two cents 
profit on each gallon we 
sell,” said one Beverly Hills 
operator. “ And with only 
half our regular allotment 
we’re suffering. So we make 
it up on the wash rack. And 
customers who get lube jobs, 
oil changes and buy tires and 
b atterie s 
get 
p referre d 
treatment at the pumps.” 
The Los Angeles Rapid 
T ran sit 
D istrict, 
which 
op erates the c ity ’s 
bus 
system, has reduced fares to 
a flat IO cents on Sundays. 
The policy has caused the 
city to place almost all of its 
busses in operation on the 
Sabbath with an unprece­ 
dented number of riders— 
many of whom never took 
the bus before. 
Service station lines grow 
longer, customers’ patience 
grows shorter and more and 
more service stations hang 
out the “closed” sign early 
every day. 


Still, 
the freeways 
are 
clogged with automobiles, 90 
per cent of which contain 
only a driver. Southern 
Californians, spoiled by the 
b e s t 
h i g h w a y f r e e w a y 
system in the United States 
and—until now—a plethora 
of gasoline do not accept the 
idea of car pools. 
As one driver said, waiting 
his turn at the gas pump, 
“ Man, without wheel’s I’m 
dead.”
